THRILLING 
RESCUES BY BOAT 


Bridges Washed Away and Railway 


Traffic is at a Standstill—Rivers 


are Rising. 


Des Momes, la., July 10—The floods 


in Des Moines and throuhgout Iowa 
continue unabated. At j) o'clock this 
morning it was announced that within 
three hours the water works would 
have to be closed unless the river 
ceased to rise and another foot would 
drown out the fifes under the Ijoile-s 
at the pumping station. This 
will 


close every factory in the city, und 
leave the town without fire protection. 


Though miles of water stretch in 


ihree directions as far as the eye can 
i each, there will be no water for do- 
mestic consumption. 
Hun^eds of 


men are working like beavers impro- 
vising a levee but they are working 
against hope as the news from1 above 
the city is that the floods are coming 
in 'greater force than ever. 


The flood situation readied its most 


alarming state this morning. The Des 
Moin.es river was 21 feet above low 
•\\ater at 7 a. m. It is still rising at a 
rapid rate. The flood is at the high- 
est point since 1851. 


Residents of South Des Moines kept 


an anxious vigil all night long and at 
4 o'clock, owing to the breaking of a 
large section of the levee, were forc- 
ed to leave. 
., 


Many thrilling rescues by, boat are 


•reported. Thousands of dollars worth 
of property were destroyed in 30 min- 
utes in South Des Moines and it is now 
practically cut off. Four feet of water 
is rushing through a distance of 20 
blocks occupied by residences. 


In North Des Moihes a wide break 


in the levee occurred at 8 o'clock and 
400 residents were forced to abandon 
their homes and much of their prop- 
erty. 


- Similar conditions prevail all over 
the central section of the state, all the 
principal rivers being out of their 
banks. Railway traffic on all the main 
lines is almost suspended.

In fact the note begs 


that if something further with '•h:- 
intent can be proposed that it be free- 
ly expresed, adding it wo.uld be con- 
sidered with great pleasure. 


The introduction proceeds in this 


tone until it comes to the question 
of the recall of the friars. 
It thea 


says the Vatican cannot accept tii'- 
proposition to recall the friars w-t:- 
in the fixed p~eriod. 
Such recall jioi 


being justified by reasons of force, it 
would be contrary to the rights guar- 
anteed by the treaty of Paris au 
would put the Hply See in conflict 
with Spain. It asks: 


"If the United State? cannot order 


the withdrawal of the friars, how can 
the pope do so, especially when ith.v- 
been proved that all the accusations 
made against them were partly false, 
partly exaggerated and partly inexac;

ippines clergy of other nationalities 
especially Americans,

THREATENED TO MURDER HER. 


Warren D. Gettle, a Young Electrician 


Drowned Himself by Jumping 


From a Boat. 


Chicago, 111., July 10—After seeking 


for longer than two weeks a solution 
of tae mystery of the disappearance 
of Warren D. Gettle, the 24 year old 
electrician employed by tie Manufac- 
turers' Appraisal company, of this icity 
the police have decided that he leaped 
from the steamer City of Racine, June 
22, and that he ended his life because 
a 15 year old girl in Chillicothe, Ohio, 
would not marry him. 


The romance -of Gettle's life, begin- 


ning in Chillicofae after 
the young 


man left college and ending in Uake 
Michigan, was revealed when Marshal 
Val Southworth of the Ohio town, call- 
ed at the Central Police station. 


He said Gettle had been in love with 


Ethel Trafton and that recently he 
had written her a letter whica said 
that he would kill her and himself I£ 
she refused to return his affections. 


Gettle's family is prominent in Chil- 


licothe and before coming to Chicago 
the young man was a social leader 
there. Gettle and the girl were oft^n 
seen together, but no one suspected a 
love affair existed. The young man had 
set his heart on making the girl his 
wife. She was fond of him, but aid 
not return his affections. Soon after 
declaring his love Gettle came to Chi- 
cago. He was an expert electrician 
and soon secured a responsible posi- 
tion. Pew persons, it 'M said, knew o£ 
his heart's trouble. His manner was 
usually cheerful his friends say,' But 
at times he was plainly melancholy. 
He never mentioned the name of his 
child sweetheart. 


When Gettle wrote the letter to tne" 


girl in which he threatened to take'his 
life, he was in Milwaukee inspecting 
the electrical plant of the American 
Shipbuilding Company. He completed 
fiis work June 21, and that evening 
took passage on the City of Racine for 
Chicago. He appeared to be in goal 
spirits it is said, and formed the ac- 
quaintance of three young men, prom- 
ising to meet them in the morning. 
They left Gettle on deck when they re- 
tired at midnight. 


At 2 a. m., John Hammer, 337 Orch- 


ard street, saw a man standing In the 
bow of the boat. He was poised on the 
rail as if prepared to jump overboard. 
On seeing Hammer the man changed 
his position. Supposing him to be one 
of the crew, Hammer says he returned 
to his berth. 
A moment later he 


heard a splash. He ran to the deck, 
but the man had disappeared. 


The steamer searched the vicinity 


for an hour without finding the body. 
Gettle's berth had not been occupied 
and a search disclosed that he was not 
on the vessel. When the steamer 
reached Chicago the police of the Cen- 
tral station were notified and detec- 
tives were detailed to make an investi- 
gation. When news of Gettle's disap- 
pearance reached Chillicothe a search 
for clews was made and finally the 
letter was found 
which told of 'the 


young man's unrequited love and of 
bis intention to commit suicide.

, Pu., Juij 7.—In limi.s of 


peace and prosperity the conditions of 
iife among the miners in the anthracite 
coalfields, of which this city is the cen- 
.er, are very much the same as those 
prevailing elsewhere in the ordinary in- 
dustrial walks of life. There are pros- 
perous and well to do miners and im- 
provident and ne'er do well miners 
ind miners of all grades between the 
two extremes. 


It is a mistake to suppose, ns many 


•lo who are unacquainted with the 
conditions here, that coal miners or 
any considerable proportion of them

are inferior citizens in any respect. As 
a class the native'born American min- 
ers in "Wilkesbarre and other communi- 
ties in the coal belt are as highly ri;- 
spected as any other class of citizens. 
Many of them own their own homes, 
and not a few have a competency In 
the shape of real estate, securities or 
bank balances. Their, families are nor. 
less highly respected than those of 
other men. Their sons and daughters 
are among the prominent people of the 
community; they are among the most 
cultured of local musicians, the peers 
of any as members of, the local bjir, 
are shining in the journalistic world iii 
many cities and are eloquent pulpit 
orators. 


The picture so frequently drawn in 


the newspapers of the "typical min- 
er's family," showing frouzy women 
and dirty, ragged children seated upon 
the sides of culm dumps, is a carica- 
ture which the average miner indig- 
nantly resents. While there are some 
families of this kind in the region, 
they are the exception. I speak now of 
the American miner and not the for- 
eigner, who is usually a laborer or 
helper around the mines. The average 
anthracite miner's home, if frequently 
small and inexpensively furnished, is 
pretty apt to be neat and clean. Flow- 
ers bloom about the door, and summer 
breezes rustle the vines that cling 
about the windows, while usually a 
well kept garden furnishes a good part 
of the family living during a portion of 
the year. Inside the house there are as 
many evidences of intelligence and re- 
finement as you will find in the home 
of the average industrious and frugal 
mechanic or artisan. There are books 
and magazines and newspapers and 
probably a piano or an .organ. Quite 
likely the miner's daughter sings in 
the same church choir as the daughter 
of the rich banker or merchant. 


Whether the miner be prosperous or 


otherwise, 
a great and prolonged 


strike is a heavy burden, albeit a bur- 
den which he accepts with the hope of 
bettering his condition. If the miner 
has been thrifty and laid aside some- 
thing to meet such an emergency, be 
.will weather the storm without great 
distress if the strike does not last too 
long. If he has not been frugal and 
saving, he and his family will be likely 
to feel the pinch of poverty severely 
before the struggle is over. 


As the present strike had long been 


contemplated from various standpoints* 
and did not come upon them suddenly 
the miners had time to get themselves 
pretty well prepared for a tieup of 
considerable duration. There has thus 
far been comparatively little suffering 
in this region, though naturally the 
miners are obliged to practice rigid 
economy. However, some apprehen- 
sion for the future is felt. The miners' 
wives, upon whom the heaviest of the 
burden falls, show in their careworn 
faces the anxiety they feel over the 
question of filling the family larder. 


The fact that many of the miners 


have secured temporary employment 
elsewhere.is lightening conditions. Yet 
if the strike is continued until autumn 
the families of the most frngal of the 
miners will be reduced to want It is 
this thought that is causing a cloud on 
the happiness of many homes not yet 
materially affected. This is the f^ar 
that caused the wife of the well to do 
minrr to guard her expense account

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with jealous eye, to refuse to make ex- 
penditures that in previous years she 
deemed absolutely necessary. 


It Is not the miners proper nor their 


dependents who suffer most keenly, at 
least so far as the question of subsist- 
ence goes, from the effects of a long 
continued coal strike. It is the Poles, 
Hungarians, Italians and Slavs, who 
are not, except in few instances, min- 
ers according to the local definition of 
the term. They work about the mines, 
inside and out, as laborers and helpers 
at wages very much inferior to those 
paid the miners, from which it is quite 
Impossible for them to save much if 
anything even if they were inclined to 
do so, which as a rule they are not 
\VUen the miners lay down their picks, 
these laborers, which form 'a large 
proportion of the •working force of n 
mine, are necessarily thrown out of 
employment and are ill prepared for 
the shutdown. They have nothing put 
by for their future, and want and hun- 
ger soon come upon them. They live in 
the worst habitations that the regions 
afford, large families of them accumu- 
lating in small rooms, many in a house. 
Their condition even during prosper- 
ous times is sufficient to arouse com- 
miseration.- Most of the members of 
these families cannot speak English,, 
and the people who seek to succor 
them are made to understand their 
wants with difficulty through some 
addle headed interpreter. 


The Slavonic tribes and the Magyar 


Hungarians as a general rule live in 
the same settlement The Italians live 
by themselves. All are in abject pov- 
erty, living in rude shanties which 
they have thrown together upon the 
companies' lands. If there is any dif- 
ference in the degree of poverty, the 
condition of the Italian mine laborer is 
the more pitiable. 


One of the most notable of these 


Italian settlements is near Latimer, 
near where the shocking tragedy oc- 
curred in the last great strike. The 
principal mine in that direction is the 
Pardee mine. The mine laborers have 
ma.de homes for themselves back pt the 
mine*. They built their wooden liuts at 
the edge of the culm bank of such tim- 
ber as they cguld find discarded from 
tunnel shores or lying unclaimed along 
the road. 


The streets are not streets, but little; 


narrow alleys. It would be impossible 
to drive a horse and wagon through 
them. The houses are all one story 
high and of the most primitive con- 
struction. A respectable farmer of 
Pennsylvania would hesitate before 
intrusting his hogs to them. 


In nearly every one of the homes of 


the Italian miners there is a family of 
at least five children. That is the aver- 
age, and many of these sheds shelter 
as many as twelve children. 


The crowning glory of the Italian 


village is its goats. The milk makes

one of the principal forms of diet of 
the children. That and black bread is 
about all they get 


The homes of the Huns and Slavs 


are very much like those of the Ital- 
ians in construction and surroundings, 
though somewhat more cleanly and 
comfortable. The houses are only one 
story high, built of lumber discarded 
from the mines. The roofs are shin- 
gled, though usually leaky in places 
and re-enforced with strips of sheet 
iron, also from the mines. Behind the 
houses are straggling little gardens 
planted with potatoes, corn and beans. 
In front of one house I saw a dove- 
cote built on a tall post and painted 
yellow, red and blue, the favorite col- 
ors of the Hungarian race. It present- 
ed a marked contrast to the unpainted 
home of the human beings beneath it 


Hard as is the lot of the American 


miner in the anthracite -field during a 
prolonged shutdown, it is not to bo 
compared to the suffering and distress 
of the foreign element in the coal belt, 
whose condition at best is one of pov- 
erty and squalor.

What physict.ms regard as one of 


the most exhaustive essays written on 
the subject of perityphlitis -is that of 
Sis Frederick Treves, published in 
Thomas Clifford Allbutt's "System of 
Medicine." Every phase of tlie mal- 
ady is treated in that essay, a-id many* 
of the typical cases cited bear remark- 
able similarity to that of King Ed- 
ward, says the Detroit Free Press. 
The following are some extracts from, 
that essay of interest to laymen: 


Perityphlitis represents, the very 


commonest variety of peritonitis, and' 
the remarkable frequency of inflam- 
mation in this position is due to the 
fact that the appendix is one of the 
weakest points within the abdomen. 
Perityphlitis may be met in patients 
of all ages. Cases have beer, recorded 
in children respectively seven and thir- 
teen months of age. On the other 
hand, the disease has been met with 
in patients of advanced age. The great 
proportion of cases occur in young 
adults, and the period of greatest fre- 
quency is between ten and twenty.
